1 . HIGHLIGHTS OF SOVIET PRESS: 

- US COVERAGE IS MODERATE IN VOLUME, ON BALANCE, 

NEGATIVE IN TONE. MAIN ITEM IS LENGTHY ARTICLE BY PRAVDA 
CORRESPONDENT VISHNEVSKIY BASED ON HIS APRTICIPATION IN 
RECENT STATE DEPARTMENT STUDY TOUR. 

- AFRICA COVERAGE IN CENTRAL PRESS IS QUITE LIGHT.
